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PKEFACE. 



FT1HE principles upon which this Revision proceeds having- been 
-*- fully explained in our former publications, it scarcely seems 
necessary to continue that detailed statement of their application 
which has hitherto been given in the form of prefatory notes. The 
student of the New Testament who has followed us thus far in 
our work, and taken an interest in it, and deemed it worthy of a. 
careful and attentive consideration, will by this time be able to ac- 
company us without difficulty j and even if he does not always 
approve of the changes which we have made, he will seldom i'ail 
to perceive the reasons which induced 'us to propose them. And 
to those who now have their attention directed to the subject for 
the first time, it may be sug-g-ested, that they will do well to take up 
our Revision at one of its earlier stag-es, e. g. to study the Revised 
Version of the Epistle to the Romans, or of the two Epistles to the 
Corinthians, tog-ether with the remarks in our Prefaces. 

For the convenience of the reader, a chang-e has been made in the 
mode of indicating- an emendation of the Greek text. Instead of 
placing- in the margin the reading of the Textus Receptus (or, to 
speak more exactly, of the third edition of Stephens), we now show 
the reading- which we have ourselves accepted. These emendations, 
we need hardly say, have been adopted by us without any intention 
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of constructing- a complete text, but for the reasons and upon the 
principles stated in the Prefaces to the Revision of St. John (p. iv.) ; 
and of the Epistles to the Corinthians (p. vi.).

16 The one preach Christ of conten- 
tion, not sincerely, supposing to add 
affliction to my bonds : 

17 But the other of love, knowing 
that I am set for the defence of the 
gospel. 

iS What then? notwithstanding, every 
way, whether in pretence, or in truth, 
Christ is preached ; and I therein do re- 
joice, yea, and will rejoice. 

19 For I know that this shall turn to 
my salvation through your prayer, and 
the supply of the Spirit of Jesus Christ, 

20 According to my earnest expecta- 
tion and my hope, that in nothing I shall 
be ashamed, but that with all boldness, 
as always, so now also Christ shall be 
magnified in my body, whether it be by 
life, or by death. 

21 For to me to live is Christ, and to 
die is gain. 

22 But if I live in the flesh, this is the 
fruit of my labour : yet what I shall 
choose I wot not. 

23 For I am in a strait betwixt two, 
having a desire to depart, and to be with 
Christ ; which is far better : 

24 Nevertheless to abide in the flesh 
is more needful for you. 

25 And having this confidence, I know 
that I shall abide and continue with you 
all for your furtherance and joy of faith ; 

26 That your rejoicing may be more 
abundant in Jesus Christ for me by my 
coming to you again. 

27 Only let your conversation be as 
it becometh the gospel of Christ : that 
whether I come and see you, or else be 
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13 So that my bonds became manifest 
in Christ in all the palace, and to all 
others ; 

14 And that most of the brethren 
trusting in the Lord, by my bonds, are 
more abundantly bold to speak the word 
without fear. 

15 Some indeed are preaching Christ 
even for envy and strife ; and some also 
for good will : 

16* These indeed* out of love, know- * 
ing that I am set for the defence of the [ r v ; 1G and

17 But the others* out of contention ^ e 
proclaim Christ, not sincerely, thinking 

to raise up* tribulation to my bonds ; * Le ge ^ e 

18 What then? n otwithstanding, every pa> " 
way, whether in pretence, or in truth, 
Christ is proclaimed ; and therein I do 
rejoice, yea, and I will rejoice. 

19 For I know that this shall fall out 
to me unto salvation through your prayer, 
and the supply of the Spirit of Jesus 
Christ, 

20 According to my earnest expecta- 
tion and hope, that in nothing I shall be 
ashamed, but that with all boldness, as 
always, so now also Christ shall be mag- 
nified in my body, whether by life or by 
death. 

21 For to me to live is Christ, and to 
die is gain. 

22 But if to live in the flesh, [if] this 
be to me fruit of my labour, then what I 
shall choose I know not.

27 Only conduct yourselves worthily 
of the gospel of Christ : that whether I

mind striving together for the faith of 
the gospel ; 

28 And in nothing terrified by your 
adversaries : which is to them an evident 
token of perdition, but to you of salvation, 
and that of God. 

29 For unto you it is given in the be- 
half of Christ, not only to believe on him, 
but also to suffer for his sake ; 

30 Having the same conflict which ye 
saw in me, and now hear to be in me. 

CHAPTER II. 

IE there be therefore any consolation in 
Christ, if any comfort of love, if any

9 "Wherefore God also hath highly ex- 
alted him, and given him a name which 
is above every name : 

10 That at the name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in heaven, and 
things in earth, and things under the 
earth ; 

11 And that every tongue should con- 
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hear of your state, that ye are standing 
fast in one spirit, with one soul striving 
together for the faith of the gospel ; 

28 And not being terrified in any 
thing by your adversaries : the which is 
to them an evidence of perdition, but of 
your* salvation, and that from God. * Le s e ^ & 

29 Because unto you it hath been 
given in the behalf of Christ, not only to 
believe in him, but also to suffer in his 
behalf. 

30 Having the same conflict as ye saw 
in me, and now hear of in me. 

CHAPTER II. 

IE then there be any consolation in 
Christ, if any comfort of love, if any 
communion of the Spirit, if any tender- 
ness and compassions, 

2 Make ye my joy full, that ye be of 
the same mind, having the same love, 
with united souls being of one mind. 

3 Doing nothing in the way of con- 
tention nor of vainglory ; but in lowli- 
ness of mind esteeming each other better 
than yourselves.

9 Wherefore God also exalted him 
exceedingly, and bestowed on him the 
name which is above every name :

23 Him therefore I hope to send pre- 
sently, so soon as I shall see how it will 
go with me. 

24 But I trust in the Lord that I also 
myself shall come shortly. 

25 Yet I supposed it necessary to send 
to you Epaphroditus, my brother, and 
companion in labour, and fellowsoldier, 
but your messenger, and he that minis- 
tered to my wants. 

26 For he longed after you all, -and 
was full of heaviness, because that ye had 
heard that he had been sick. 
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fess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory 
of God the Father. 

12 So then, my beloved, even as ye 
were always obedient, not as in my pres- 
ence only, but now much more in. my ab- 
sence, work out with fear and trembling 
your own salvation. 

13 For it is God which worketh in 
you both to will and to work for his good 
pleasure. 

14 Do all things without murmurings 
and doubtings : 

15 That ye may be blameless and 
harmless, children of God, without re- 
proach, amidst* a crooked and perverse * Le ge 
generation, among whom ye shine as titaov ' 
lights in the world ;

19 But I hope in the Lord Jesus to 
send Timothy shortly unto you, that I also 
may be of good courage, when I know 
your state. 

20 For I have no man like-minded, 
who will naturally be careful about your 
state. 

21 For they all seek their own things, 
not the things of Christ Jesus. 

22 But ye know the proof of him, that, 
as a child [serveth] a father, he hath 
served with me unto the gospel. 

23 Him therefore I hope to send pre- 
sently, so soon as I see how it will go with 
me. 

24 But I trust in the Lord that I my- 
self also shall come shortly. 

25 Yet I thought it necessary to send 
to you Epaphroditus, my brother, and fel- 
low-labourer, and fellow-soldier, but your 
apostle, and minister to my need :

CHAPTER III. 

TT^INALLY, my brethren, rejoice in 
-T the Lord. To write the same 
things to you, to me indeed is not 
grievous, but for you it -is safe. 

2 Beware of dogs, beware of evil 
workers, beware of the concision. 

3 For we are the circumcision, which 
worship God in the spirit, and rejoice in 
Christ Jesus, and have no confidence in 
the flesh.

8 Yea doubtless, and I count all things 
but loss for the excellency of the know- 
ledge of Christ Jesus my Lord : for whom 
I have suffered the loss of all things, and 
do count them but dung, that I may win 
Christ, 

9 And be found in him, not having 
mine own righteousness, which is of the 
law, but that which is through the faith 
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27 For indeed he was sick nigh unto 
death : yet God had mercy on him ; and 
not on him only, but on me also, that I 
might not have sorrow upon sorrow. 

28 I sent him therefore the more anxi- 
ously, that, when ye see him, ye may re- 
joice again, and that I may be the less 
sorrowful. 

29 Receive him therefore in the Lord 
with all gladness ; and hold such men in 
honour : 

30 Because for the work of Christ he 
came nigh unto death, hazarding his life 
that he might supply what was lacking 
on your part in your ministration toward 
me. 

CHAPTER III. 

I/FINALLY, my brethren, rejoice in 
- the Lord. To write the same 
things to you, to me indeed is not irk- 
some, but for you it is safe. 

2 Beware of the dogs, beware of the 
evil workers, beware of the concision. 

3 For we are the circumcision, who 
worship by the Spirit of God,* and glorify * om. & v . 
in Christ Jesus, and trust not in the flesh. 

4 Though I myself might put trust 
even in the flesh. If any other man 
thinketh to trust in the flesh, I still 
more :

9 And be found in him, not having 
mine own righteousness, which is of the 
aw, but that which is through the faith 
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of Christ, the righteousness which is of 
God by faith : 

10 That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection, and the fellow- 
ship of his sufferings, being made con- 
formable unto his death ; 

11 If by any means I might attain 
unto the resurrection of the dead. 

12 Not as though I had already at- 
tained, either were already perfect: but 
I follow after, if that I may apprehend 
that for which also I am apprehended of 
Christ Jesus. 

13 Brethren, I count not myself to 
have apprehended : but this one- thing 
/ do, forgetting those things which are 
behind, and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before, 

14 I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus. 

15 Let us therefore, as many as be 
perfect, be thus minded : and if in any 
thing ye be otherwise minded, God shall 
reveal even this unto you. 

16 Nevertheless, whereto we have al- 
ready attained, let us walk by the same 
rule, let us mind the same thing. 

17 Brethren, be followers together of 
me, and mark them which walk so as ye 
have us for an ensample. 

18 (For many walk, of whom I have 
told you often, and now tell you even 
weeping, that they are the enemies of the 
cross of Christ : 

19 Whose end is destruction, whose 
God is their belly, and whose glory is in 
their shame, who mind earthly things.) 

20 For our conversation is in heaven ; 
from whence also we look for the Saviour, 
the Lord Jesus Christ : 

21 Who shall change our vile body, 
that it may be fashioned like unto Ms 
glorious body, according to the working 
whereby he is able even to subdue all 
things unto himself. 

CHAPTER IV. 

nn HE RE FORE, my brethren dearly

15 Let us then, as many. as be perfect, 
be thus minded : and if in any thing ye 
be otherwise minded, even this shall God 
reveal unto you. 

16 Nevertheless, whereunto we have

15 Salute the brethren at Laodicea, 
and Nymphas, and the church in his 
bouse. 

16 And when this epistle is read 
among you, cause that it be read in the 
church of the Laodiceans also ; and that 
ye likewise read the epistle from Lao- 
dicea.
